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Double Patenting 

1 . The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially 
created doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as 
to prevent the unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" 
granted by a patent and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. 
A nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where 
the conflicting claims are not identical, but at least one examined application 
claim is not patentably distinct from the reference claim(s) because the examined 
application claim is either anticipated by, or would have been obvious over, the 
reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. 
Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In 
re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 
F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 
619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 
1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321(c) or 
1 .321(d) may be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a

2. Claims 24-27 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-24 of U.S. Patent No. 
7,017,245 in view of Gururaja (US Patent 6,225,728), Busse et al (US Patent 
5,359,760) and Shoup (US Patent 4,939,826) for the same reasons as discussed 
in paragraph 12 of the Office action dated 2-8-06. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 5-12-06 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

The applicant has amended the claims to overcome the 112, second 



paragraph issues previously raised. Additionally, applicant has overcome the 
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prior art rejection as it applies to claim 24 as the reference to Gururaja failed to 
form the electrode from each pair of contacting metal layers in the stack. 
Nonetheless, one skilled in the art viewing the reference to Baumgartener et al 
(US 7,017,245) would have understood that an electrode was disposed between 
the ceramic components and would have readily appreciated that the same 
would have been formed by arranging metal on either side of the ceramic and 
stacking the same. The applicant did not address the same but rather stated that 
no terminal disclaimer was required because the rejection was a provisional 
rejection as at the time of the Office action the application from which 
Baumgartener matured into a patent from had not yet been patented. However, 
the application has now matured into a patent and applicant is now required to 
submit a terminal disclaimer in order to overcome the rejection of the claims.
